Weclipthe following extract from the 
Carolina Spartan, published in the bright 
little village of Spartanburg, South Caro- 
lina. It shows that our Air Line is pro- 
pressing : 

“The engineers on this road were en- 
paged most of last week in locating a route 
through our town. Two lines were sur- 
veyed —one passing the S. and U. R. depot.

The retreat from Moscow will be 
eft far behind in the matter of carnage, 
and will be continued to the borders of the 
Rhine. Then, when not a Prussian re- 
mains on French territory, and France 
occupies the Rhenish provinces, proposi- 
tions for peace may be entertained. If re- 
fused by Germany, France will carry the 
war across the river; but cui bono. To re- 
hearse what she has herself experienced, 
unless 'as the result of victory, France 
will never make peace; you may crush 
her; split up ber territory; give Lorraine 
to Bavaria; Alsace to Baden; Savoy and 
Nice to Italy; sink ber to a tenth-rate 
power; blot out her existence, but to sign 
her downfall, no hand in France will be 
found todo it. She will perish rather in 
her pride. 

In retreating from Metz to Chalons the 
Emperor had some hair-breadth escapes. 
At Longeville, where he slept the first 
night,a squadron of Prussian lancers sur- 
rounded the vicinity, and the French vi- 
dettes, grown wise by misfortune, discov- 
eredthem and tock them 
Atain, where he breakfasted the following 
day, the table had been hardly cleared when 
the Prussian officers entered and ordered a 
lunch. Arriving at Verdun, he could only 
find a third class carriage, which he enter- 
ed with the Prince Imperial. He declined 
to have any cushions on the bare boards, 
and merely asked for a glass @f wine. The 
station-master bad only one glass, that 
which he was using. He washed it, and 
served his visitor. Then washed it again 
and made it serve as a basin for the Prince 
to bath his faceand hands, After a while 
a pocket handkerchief was found to do 
duty asa towel. The imperial party, after 
much precaution, arrived at Chalons. The 
officers of the household followed in the 
“mixed train,“ as they best could, among 
the wounded, provisions, guns, luggage, and 
live stock. 

The carnage in these late engagements 
has been tremendous on both sides. ‘The 
Mitraillcuses of each army recovered their 
damaged reputation. Ranks of soldiers, 
with their fingers still on the trigger of 
their rifles, lay in “swards,” like corn in 
the harvest field. At Borncy, General De- 
caen received a ballin the knee, but kept 
command for nearly an hour, till his horse 
was shot and rolled over him. At Hezon- 
ville, Generals Bataille and Frossard were 
severely wounded, and Bazaine struck in 
the jaw with a splinter ofa shell. When 
the action was hottest, a charge of russian 
lancers killed, „or carried away, 18 of his 
staff. Bismarck's regiment of white dra- 
goons” have been completely destroyed, 
and if so, two of his sons. Prince Albert, of 
Prussia, the younger brother of the King,has 
been killed, beading a cavalry charge. His 
son is a general of brigade, and his daugh- 
ter is the Duchess of Mecklenbourg 
Schwerin.
